Arts and Science Advisory Committee on Computers 


(ASFC 86-7-D2) 


An information sheet headed 'ASFC 3 October 1986' was 
circulated. Two typographical errors were noted. ‘'Vice- 
Rector Research' should read 'Vice-Dean Research’. It is 
proposed that the Committee be composed of four, not two, 
faculty members: 1 from Mathematics, 1 from Education and 
2 from the faculty-at-large. 


D. Dicks introduced the proposal for this new committee of 
Arts and Science which follows a decision taken at the 
September 26th Senate meeting to establish a University 
Advisory Committee on Computers. In the past, a sub- 
committee of UCCC commented and advised on computer 
courses as the curriculum process waSfollowed. Since uccc 
has been restructured to form the Academic Programmes 
Committee (APC), a way of handling specialized issues 
relating to computers is now being sought. 


Also created, was a sub-committee of Senate, named the 
Computer Resources Committee, supposedly parallel to the 
Library Resources Committee, which would provide advice to 
the Vice-Rector, Services. 


This Arts and Science Advisory Committee on Computers 
would receive input from the real users and forward 
academic advice on the development ofteaching and research 
to the planners of the computer centre. 


It was moved (Dicks/Arbuckle-Maag) that Council accept the 
revised composition and mandate of the Arts and Science 
Advisory Committee on Computers, excluding the modus 
Operandi. Composition would therefore be:

Vice-Dean Research ex officio
